debts. I am giving you here verbatim the act of the Assembly recommended 
by the Indebtedness Committee concerning the plan to liquidate the debts. 


“We, your committee on the General Indebtedness, recommend that all | 


Church of God ministers be assessed $5.00 each to apply on the General In- 
debtedness at Headquarters, to be paid before Feb. 1, 1933. 

“2. We further recommend that the Church put on a campaign of selling 
Bibles, in which all the overseers, pastors, and evangelists be expected to sell 
one half dozen (6) each, the proceeds to apply on General Indebtedness. 

“3. We also recommend that 1,000 churches sell 250 pencils each at be, 
at a net profit of $6,250.00 to apply on the Church debt. 

“4. We recommend that on the fifth Sunday in January all churches have 
a general home comming day and make a special drive on the General Indebt- 
edness.” 

I hope that all have made arrangements for this home coming day and 
that God will help us to raise money to apply on these debts. It will be remem- 
bered that we have stated ofttimes in the paper that these debts were saddled 
on the Church by our predecessors and according to the rulings of the courts, 
we will have to pay these debts. Immediately after the court decision a checx- 
up showed that there was approximately $64,000.00 indebtedness and this has

ODERN Theology is thorough- 
ly unorthodox and is more re- 
sponsible for the absence of young 
people from our churches than the 
moving picture shows. Too many of 
our churches have become ethicai 
societies instead of soul-saving sia- 
tions. Infidels masquerading as men of 
God are doing more to take the Bible out 
of the Public Schools than all the the- 
ories of evolution, and we will never get 
the Bible back into the schools until we 
get infidelity out of our churches. 
RELIGIOUS INFECTION 

Modern Theology is a religious infec- 
tion centered in the heart of organized 
Christianity. Modern Theology, while re- 
taining an outward appearance of Chris- 
tianity, not only rejects everything of a 
supernatural nature but casts the Bible 
aside as the infallible word of authority. 
They say: “We have learned not to think 
of the Bible as the final and infallible 
Word of authority, and have come to sce 
that there is no such authority and that 
we need none”; that “The Bible has all 
the marks of a deliberate human com- 
position,” and that “God has no existence 
apart from the universe’; that “There 
never has been a creation, and if man 
fell it was an upward fall, for man is 
under a process of evolution and Christ 
was a master product of evolution.” On, 
the tragedy of Modern Theology! They 
say, “Man’s present moral condition is 
due to his failure to rise out of the anl- 
mal; the Virgin Birth and a literal resur- 
rection are no essential part of Christl- 
anity”; that “Immortal life is something 
to be earned by slow conquest,” or In 
other words, salvation by education -n- 
stead of regeneration. 

A we!l-known professor in a well-known 
ChristianUniversity gives forth the fun- 
damental doctrines of Modern Theology 
in the following words: “Gone are the 
old ideas of religion; gone is the ola 
notion of the divinity of the sacrament, 
of the efficacy of prayer, of the authority 
of the Scriptures, of the divinity or 
Christ, gone even is the former view of 
the immortality of the soul.” This 1s 
present-day Theology, proclaimed from 
some of the high places of religious au- 
thority. 

Again they tell us: “Not supernatural 
regeneration, but natural growth; not

divine sanctification, but human educa- 
tion; not supernatural grace, but natur- 
al morality; not the divine expiation of 
the cross, but the human heroism, or ac- 
cident of the cross; not Christ the Lord, 
but the man Jesus, who was the child 
of His time; but God and His providence, 
but evolution and its process without an 
absolute goal—all this and such as this 
is the new turn in the affairs of religion 
at the tick of the clock.” This is the doc- 
trine of Modern Theology. They tell us, 
“That cold, calculating mathematical 
idea of the cross is no less than brutal 
and it leaves us cold.” They declare “peo- 
ple no longer believe in an actual heaven 
and hell and we need to get rid of these 
medieval superstitions.” This is Modern 
Theology—a religion without an expert- 
ence, a theory without facts, a form of 
worship without power. Men have crepi 
into our denominations who are not true; 
who are not faithful; who are not Chris- 
tians; who are rationalists, infidels ana 
atheists. 

While this condition is deplorable we 
need not be surprised, for is it not writ- 
ten in the Holy Scriptures, “Of your 
own selves shall men rise speaking per- 
verse things to draw away disciples afte. 
them”? Acts 20:30. Also in II Timothy 
4:3, 4, I read, “The time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine, but 
after their own lust shall they heap to 
themselves teachers, having itching ears; 
and they shall turn away their ears from 
the truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables.” Ye shall know them by thetr 
fruit. 

These Modernists declare, “The Bibte 
account of the beginning of things Is 
merely the weak strivings of the people 
of that time to grasp the tremendous 
facts of creation,” that “The accounts of 
creation in the Bible are absurd.” What 
better material could the atheist or tne 


evolutionist want than Modern The- 
ology which some theologians are 
handing out in the classroom and 
over the sacred altars in many sanc- 
tuaries? Atheism finds ample room 
for expansion in the field of Mod- 
ern Theology. 
This perhaps is the chief reason wny 
60,000 churches in the United States fall- 
ed to report a single convert in 1928.This 
perhaps is the reason why between 7,000 
and 8,000 churches closed their doors and 
quit business last year. This step back- 
ward was not for the lack of money, for 
the church is very rich, her financial re- 
port reaching $600,000,000. Automobiles, 
radios and the movies are not the chief 
cause for the lack of interest in the 
churches. After years of experience and 
observation I am convinced that church 
members themselves are to blame for the 
empty pews and the low tide of spiritual 
life in the average church of today. The 
power to dispose of the cold and lifeless 
form of public worship lies with the 
members, If the official board is in tne 
way, out with them. If the minister in 
the pulpit is to blame remove him. If the 
church is unable to secure the service of 
a minister who cannot distinguish the 
difference between regeneration and edu- 
cation, between spirituality and morality, 
then gather in your sanctuary, read tne 
Bible, pray, sing, be sincere and evangel- 
istic in your public service and you will 
become soul winners that need not to be 
ashamed. Many times the sermonette 
spoils the atmosphere of public worship. 
A distinguished editor of one of our 
great daily papers recently said, “I went 
to church yesterday to listen to a sermon 
and I heard a lecture.” Many of our 
preachers refer to the statements of 
Shakespeare, Longfellow and Tennyson 
more than to Jesus Christ and the Holy 
Scriptures. Alas! many ministers seek to 
display their intellectual attainments 
rather than follow the leading of the 
Holy Ghost. Some seek to hold a congre- 
gation by entertainment, but it is folly 
to imitate the theatre. Church services 
should be cheerful, enthusiastic ana evan- 
gelistic. Too many of our ministers de- 
sire popularity rather than spirituality. 
COMPROMISE 
To compromise is not only, the evidence

N the morningor 

Aug. 15, 1930 we 
had our first view 
of the “Promised 
Land.” It was not from the lofty peak of 
Mt. Nebo from whence Moses beheld it in 
the long ago, but from the deck of the 
S.S. Sinaia. We certainly had a kindred 
feeling to that of Moses when he made 
his vast survey even though it was under 
entirely different circumstances. 

Before us lay the town of Jaffa which 
seemed at the distance to be very beauti- 
ful. The large boulders that rose above 
the water for quite a distance from the 
shore made it all the more beautiful tho” 
very unsafe for large boats that would 
venture too near the shore. Many small 
boats manned by four or six Arab boat- 
men were seen passing through a gap or 
gateway through the ledge of rocks.These 
were either carrying passengers or bring- 
ing their wares of different kinds to the 
boat to sell. But it was not with these 
that we were concerned. 

It was to this port that Hiram the king 
of Tyre delivered floats of cedar for the 
construction of Solomon’s Temple at Je- 
rusalem which was taken over land to 
the temple site, approximately forty 
miles distant. 

It is well to remember that this was 
the port to which Jonah came for embar- 
cation when he ran away from the call cf 
God; for the Word of the Lord had come 
to Jonah saying, “Arise, go to Nineveh 
that great city, and cry against it, for 
their wickedness has come up before me. 
But Jonah rose up to flee to Tarshish 
from the presence of the Lord, and went 
down to Joppa; and he found a ship go- 
ing to Tarshish: so he paid the fare 
thereof and went down into it, to go witn 
them to Tarshish from the presence of 
the Lord.” Jonah 1:2, 3. He certainty 
must have had great remorse of con- 
science as he boarded the ship for first 
of all he had disobeyed God, and after 
such a willful disobedience, to trust hts 
life in the hands of the rough seafaring 
men such as navigated the Mediterranean 
Sea in those days. As we looked upon tae 
rough countenance of the Arab boatmen 
in port, we wondered if they too would 
not throw a man overboard who had 
caused them to imperil their own lives 
on a stormy sea. The answer is that 
there are few today who would not do 
the same thing before taking the chance 
of being cast upon fhe rocks of Jaffa. 

From that which seemed to be a hope- 
less calamity, Jonah was taken aboard 
the first submarine that ever a human 
being made passage in, and made his 
trip safely back to land. He decided that, 
from his experience, it was best to obey 
regardless of the call, so he went to Nine- 
veh and preached until the whole city 
was converted. 

We went ashore at Jaffa (Joppa) for 
the day, landing at the Customs House. 
As we were leaving for a walk about the 
city, we met a man with three large

trunks and one suit 
case on his back. 
These were held in 
place by a rope that 
went around the luggage and then around 
his forehead. A new kind of draying tn- 
deed, but he seemed to be making very 
good headway. 


We soon found that Jaffa was as orien- 
tal as ever. The inhabitants dress in tne 
same manner as those pictured in Bible 
scenes, with the exception of the few who 
wear the baggy Turkish trousers, and the 
city Arabs which dress In civilian clothes 
and wear a tarboush or fez. 


Just as we came into the main street 
of the city we met twelve men, all dress- 
ed in long flowing robes and their heads 
wrapped in turban fashion. The most cof 
them were wearing beards. Something 
seemed to suggest to us as we beheld this 
scene that it was a fair example of how 
Christ and His apostles looked as they 
went about through the land.

I have seen may camels 
but none had the looks that these possess 
as they carry their heavy burdens m 
their native land. It was our privilage to 
see one loaded. He was made to tuck hts 
hind legs beneath him and his front 
ones were spread out before until his 
belly, which had an immense shield up- 
on it, was flat on the ground. This was 
done so that he might be made low 
enough to load. After this he was loaded 
with enough pine poles to make a gocd 
load for a one ton truck, in fact it was 
such a large load that the poor fellow 
groaned as he arose. 


Ship of the desert, truly thou art, 

And as to load thee, men have no heart. 

Now thou art rising, sir, measured and 
slow. 

What is thy tonnage, sir? No one can 
know. 


The street cars of Jaffa are the same 
as the one used by Balaam on his trip 
to curse the children of Israel, or as 
those used by our dear old father Abra- 
ham. Perhaps they are, of all the beast 


of the earth, the worst imposed upon. 
Many of these poor little donkeys thar 
are not more than waist high, are ridden 
by men that weigh two hundred pounds. 
And not only is the heavy fellow conten: 
to impose his own weight upon the littre 
creature, but many times takes his pro- 
duce to market, either before or behina 
him on the same animal. I believe that 
when we are considering liberty for tne 
oppressed, some consideration should be 
given to the Palestine ass.

HE fool has said 

inhisheart,There 
is no God,” Psa. 
53:1. The originzl 
gives it, “The fool has said in his heart, 
No God.” I really think this describes 
the present situation more accurately 
than the way the translators have put it. 
I hardly think there are so many who do 
not believe there is a God, as there are 
who prefer to ignore Him and have “no 
God.” In using the word “Atheist” it a!- 
ways comes from the Greek’ word 
“Atheos,” which is made up of the word 
Theos, meaning God, and privative a, 
and is translated “without God.” 

THE FOOL SAID 

But you will notice that this expression 
is that of a fool, from the Hebrew word 
NOBAL,.meaning to be, or to become 
withered, faded. This definition very 
strixingly defines the situation and con- 
dition of those who disbelieve God, or 
those who prefer “no God.” God is de- 
clared in His Word to be the “living 
God,” “a fountain of living waters.” Jer. 
2:13; 17:13; 1 Tim. 3:15. He chargés Is- 
rael with having forsaken Him, the foun- 
tain of living waters, and as having hewn 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns that 
can hold no water. There is this to say, 
and it is, that both animal and plant life 
are dependent upon “living waters” for 
their continuance. The natural result of 
either is that unless nourished by living 
or fresh water, they do just what the def1- 
nition of the word “fool” is itself definea 
as meaning; they “wither and fade” 
away. Atheism that rejects God, and Is, 
therefore, without God, is in every sense 
entitled, according to the definition of 
the w8rd used in the Hebrew, to be calr- 
ed a “fool.” They are withered and faded 
from their original order, because they 
are disconnected and separated from the 
only life giving source; which is God. 

FADED 

1. The comparison is used of floweis 
or leaves fading and then falling off 
their main stem. 2. Figuratively ap- 
plied to men, to fall down, to faint, to 
lose one’s strength. Ps, 18:46; Ex. 18:18; 
Isa. 24:4. 3. To be foolish, to act foor- 
ishly. 

Withering and decay are here appliea 
to folly and impiety, just as strength ts 
applied to virtue and piety. This is tne 
exact condition of man today, and espe- 
cially so of those who do not seek God as 
a vivifying source. They will not admit 
that they “are faint;” they do not want 
to admit that they have “fallen.” They 
prefer to try to flounder around and seen 
some other way out than to acknowledge 
their source of origin and fall, petition- 
ing at the same time His mercy and de- 
liverance from SIN: this is Atheism. 
Solomon said, “Lo, this only have I found, 
that God made man upright; but they 
have sought out many inventions,” Eccr. 
7:29. Inventions, arguments of all kinds 
have been advanced as a remedy for the 
ills of the creation. The scientist says, 
“Turn the job over to us and we will 
solve it.” The educator says, “Turn It 
over to us and we will solve their need.”

In the Piel, fool means (1) to accounr 
vile, to despise, (2) to disgrace, to treat 
with contempt. These traits are constanr- 
ly manifested by man, and especially py 
men who deny God; they despise others, 
especially “those that are good.” They 
account vile others who do not comply 
with their liking. They go farther to dis 
grace and treat with contempt those who 
are not standing with them in their views 
and practices. Such is because of their 
conditions, being without God and with- 
out hope. The man that has God, if he 
has Him in a sufficiency, has brotherly 
love and seeks the welfare of those whom 
he accompanies along life’s pathway. 

THE OBJECT OF ATHEISM 

Atheism has for its object a life self- 
centered, not responsible further than its 
own choice. It condemns God and the 
people of God. It points out discrepencies 
in the Word of God itself, trying to justi- 
fy their unbelief. Irregularities in the 
Word of God is man’s own mistake, it 
does not occur in the divine, nor can il 
be so charged. Because some mistransla 
tions have been made, caused by either 
poor scholars or either by mistake, 11 
does not render the true inspiration of 
the Word of God less powerful and the 
fact that it is divine. The Bible did no! 
originate with man. The mistakes tha! 
have occurred within its’ translations 
must, however, be charged to man. Bui 
could an Atheist have produced a better 
translation? The ministers of God are 
finding and correcting such; Atheists 
could not beat it. 

FALSE ACCUSERS 

Atheism falsely accuses and points tc 
the imperfections of men whom God hag 
used, for the purpose of ridiculing tne 
Word of God. They refer to the sin of 
David, and then charge God with his sin. 
in that God has said, “a man after ms 
own heart.” They thus mischarge Goa. 
The purpose of a sacrifice in His own 
Son was to redeem man from sin, and 
not to indorse man’s sin, nor yet to even 
bear with it further than through mercy 
upon man in his inability to do better. 
David was “a man after God’s own heart” 
whether Atheists agreeably admit it or 
not. When David realized the terribleness 
of his sin against God he confessed it un- 
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to God and petitious 
His mercy and asks 
God for cleansing 
and restoration unto 
the joys of “thy salvation.” He humblea 
himself and repented before God. It was 
this character in the life of David thar 
was “according to the heart of God.” See 
Ps. 51. God has provided for the cleans 
ing of the sin of the human race, and 
nothing so much hinders the purpose of 
God as when men refuse His purpose and 
provided remedy. Contrary to God sonic 
men, exalted in pride, see the fault or 
sin of some that God has loved and bless- 
ed because of their repenting, and like 
Balaam, point to the sin of the people or 
God, supposing that they cannot be Chris- 
tian and that God ought to curse them. 

God does not justify sin. Sacred and 
profane history records and attests the 
fact that God has visited the sins of the 
people upon their own head. For the 
wrath of God is revealed from heaven 
against all ungodliness and unrighteous- 
ness of men who hold the truth in un- 
righteousness. Rom. 1:18. The flood m 
the days of Noe, the destruction of Socom 
and of Gomorrah, the captivities of Is- 
rael, and multiplied other visitations o1 
divine justice, accord the fact of tne 
truthfulness of the above text. “Because 
that, when they knew God, they glorified 
him not as God, neither were they thank- 
ful; but became vain in their imagina- 
tions, and their foolish heart was dark- 
ened. Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, and changed the glory 
of the uncorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and w 
birds, and fourfooted beasts, and creep- 
ing things,” Rom. 1:21-23. Well do thes? 
verses describe the cause and reason why 
and how men become fools. 

PROPHECY PROVING ITSELF 

Drifting toward the end of the age, 
Atheism is increasing; and there is not 
a greater fact as to the inspiration of 
the Bible itself than the very fact thar 
God has foretold these days in sucn x 
very remarkable way that Atheists are 
without excuse. The manuscripts are of 
record for now so long that it is impos- 
sible for them to have been the works of 
man. The laws of prophecy demand (1) 
that it must be beyond the sagacities of 
the human mind to see the things which 
are prophecied; (2) that it must be be- 
yond the ability of the prophet or any of 
his contemporaries to bring to pass the 
things which are prophesied; (3) that it 
must describe in detail. All the above 
laws are accurately complied with in the 
nature of the prophecies of last day 
events. 

LAST DAYS 

Turning to 2 Tim. 3:1-8 we have a 
graphic description of the conditions of 
the last days, that are now upon us. This 
record is attested as to the truthfulness 
and inspiration by the events and con- 
ditions that are everywhere apparent. 
The manuscript for centuries has laid 
carefully guarded awaiting the time that 
its inspiration would be proven by the 
fulfillment of its prophecies. 

These verses tell of the perilous times, 
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or dangerous times, They give the reason 
for the terribleness of the times as ine 
fact that men shall be lovers of them- 
selves more than lovers of God. This ts 
precisely the spirit of the world today; 
itis founded upon greed and luxury. Men 
have become covetous, boasters, blas- 
phemers, disobedient to parents. The blas- 
phemy of Atheism against God is terrible. 
The disobedience of- children to parents 
and increase of crime among the youth, 
prove the inspiration of the scriptures 
that have foretold of these days. Atheists 
cannot rub out the indelible ink of proph- 
ecy that has long withstood the tests of 
time, weathered the storms of Satan. 
“Unthankful and unholy.” The demands 
of Atheism upon the President of the 
United States for a day of “blame-giving” 
instead of “thanksgiving” recites the 
Atheists as helping to prove the inspira- 


tion of the Word of God they seek to deny — 


and destroy. The vices and sins among 
them prove the fact along with the above 
that God has accurately told the conat- 
tions that exist among them. In Russra 
the hot bed of Atheism, where the mar- 
riage vow has been broken down and the 
sanctity of married life thrown aside, is 
proof of the inspired Word of God. The 
vice they practice by disregarding God is 
part of the crime they have charged 
against the servants of God. The refer- 
ances here are more than I care to cite; 
they are multiplied. 
STRONG DELUSION 


With the increase of the apustasy and 
Atheism that is everywhere abounding, 
will soon ripen the ungodly world for tne 
coming of the Antichrist and the false 
prophet mentioned in Revelation. Thru 
this human agency Satan will work his 
“lying signs and wonders, and with all 
deceivableness of unrighteousness in 
them that perish; because they re- 
ceived not the love of the truth, that they 
might be saved. And for this cause (that 
is, because they received not the love or 
the truth) God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie. 
That they all might be damned who be- 
lieved not the truth, but had pleasure in 
unrighteousness,” 2 Thess. 2:10-12. Delu- 
sion comes from the Greek word “plana” 
and means a wandering, deceit, deception, 
delusion, fraud. Because men do not seek 
God and do not desire to retain God in 
their lives, seeking for a knowledge of 
the truth, God allows. deception and 
falsehood among them. Atheism may 
proudly and arrogantly fight against God, 
but they will “learn themselves but men.” 

In the second Psalm the question !s 
asked, “Why do the heathen rage, and 
the people imagine a vain thing? The 
kings of the earth set themselves, and 
the rulers take counsel together, against 
the Lord, and against his anointed, say. 
ing, Let us break their bands asunder, 
and cast away their cords from us. He 
that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh: 
the Lord shall have them in derision. 
Then shall he speak unto them in his 
wrath, and vex them in his sore dis 
pleasure. Yet have I set my king upon 
my holy hill.” God asks the question 
here, “Why do the heathen rage?” He 
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has provided man a Savior and manifest- 
ed Him as a token of His love and good 
will toward men. The question is justt- 
fiable. The reference here is the raging 
of the kings at the end of the age. It 
describes the opposition to Jesus takin, 
the kingdoms of the world under His 
supervision. The kings will rage, in facr, 
some are already raging and especially 
Russia. V. 4 describes the manner in 
which God will deal with them; it occa 
sions laughter on His part to see weak- 
lings ring-fenced trying to “kick against 
the pricks.” God will not only have them 
in derision but will vex them in His sore 
displeasure. 
CONCLUSION 

There is but one conclusion, God who 
has forever settled His Word in heaven, 
and is directing His forces from there, 
will emerge from the conflict with Athe 
ism and anti-God victorious. 

V. 3 quotes them as saying, “Let us 
break their bands asunder, and cast away 
their cords from us.” This is no doubt 
the counsel of kings, trying to break the 
strength of the government of God. But 
God will rebuttle with Psalm 2:6, ser- 
ting His King in Jerusalem, according 
to the Davidic promise. Then will follow 
Isa. 9:6-7. Of the increase of his govern- 
ment and peace there shall be no em, 
upon the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to establish 1r 
with judgment and with justice from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal of the 
Lord of hosts will perform this.

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“he Failure of Man 


E READ over in Jer. 10:23 these 
words, “It is not in man that walk- 
eth to direct his steps.” Man left to him- 
self is an eternal failure. He who would 
make of life the most, and would succeed 
forever, must take God into his life. This 
is God’s will, God’s plan, God’s way.When 
we think of how few people actually take 
God into their lives fully, and let Him 
reign in their souls supremely, it is no 
wonder we see the thronging multitudes 
about us today with no aim, no purpose, 
no goal to which they are traveling, and 
no prize for which they are striving. 
They are merely drifting through life, 
hence their failure. 

“We are not here to play, to dream, to 
drift; we have hard work to do and loads 
to lift; shun not the struggle; face it; 
tis God’s gift!” 

Whosoever endeavors to direct his own 
steps through life, run his own business, 
trust his own wisdom, and depend upon 
his own strength will come out at life’s 
little end of the horn. He only fights a 
losing battle. He makes a miserable fail- 
ure. This is exactly what men are doing 
all about us. And multitudes are not even 
trying earnestly within themselves to 
walk morally, uprightly, circumspectly, 
honestly and prudently. They do not do 
their best without God. It is no wonder 
times are perilous, crime is awful, moral- 
ity is at a low ebb and the country stand- 
ing on the brink of some great catastro- 
phe. Men have worse than left God out 
of their lives. They are falling far short 
of what they might do even without 
Him. If many would use their own will 
power to hold themselves in check, re- 
strain their passions, overcome their bad 
habits, master themselves and be moral- 
ly and physically upright, they would go 
far ahead of what they are. 

However, this will not save men. God 
must be taken into the heart, soul and 
life. “Salvation is of the Lord.” Men may 
walk morally without God, but they an- 
solutely cannot walk spiritually without 
Him. And many who claim to have Goa 
in their lives are not even walking mor- 
ally, much less. spiritually. It means 
much to be a Christian. It stops the down- 
ward course of one’s life and puts him 
on an upward course. He lives on up and 
up life. He goes out of the sinning bus!- 
ness into godly, righteous business. He 
does not believe in “sinning religion,” 
nor does he practice it. Sin is sin where- 
ever it is found, regardless of whoever 
practices it, either inside or outside of 
the church. God’s people are to deny all 
ungodliness and worldly lusts, and “live 
soberly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present world; looking for that blessea 
hope, and the glorious appearing of tne 
great God and our Savior, Jesus Christ, 
who gave Himself for us that He mignt 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify 
unto Himself a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works” (Titus 2:12-14). 

It means much to live a life “hidden 


with Christ in God,” separated from the 
world, filled with the love and grace of 
God, watching and waiting, robed and al- 
ready for the return of our Lord. It 
places one on a much higher plain than 
most men are living, and that is where 
we must live if we are to reach heaven 
and see the Master face to face, be like 
Him and have a crown of eternal life. It 
takes a deep experience and much pray- 
er to overcome the flesh, the world and 
the devil, and to know that nothing 
stands between one’s soul and heaven. 
Jesus said, “Blessed are the pure in 
heart; for they shall see God.”

Then when you 
and I are living according to the laws 
of God we are helping to make pure and 
healthy children unto the third ana 
fourth generation. I am sure this rutre 
will work both ways. Then the training 
of our children begins before they are 
born. Oh, how sad to see the thousands 
of children come into this world crippled, 
diseased and maimed for life all because 
of sin in that father or mother. Little 
does that boy and-girl think when they 
are sowing their wild oats that after a 
while they will reap in their offspring. 


. Some people are always advising how 


girls should be trained and cared for ana 
protected but little is said about boys. 
They are so often permitted to run loose 
and do as they please. 

Garibaldi says, “Give me the mothers 


of the nation to educate and you may do 
what you like with the boys.” This was 
said to emphasize the need of trainea 
mothers and this cannot be stressed too 
much. Oh, how much we need to have our 
girls trained and ready to become good 
mothers, but to my opinion our boys 
need the same tender, careful training. 
Because they are considered by so many 
as able to care for themselves, is the rea- 
son so many have gone the downwara 
way. 

The sweetest time in the rearing of 
our children is when they are small and 
innocent when we can gather them 
around our knees and read to them and 
impress good things upon them. Teacn 
them the Bible in a simple way so they 
can understand. 

A good Bible story book should be in 
every home and should be read and ex- 
plained to them each evening before they 
retire. Then they should be taught to 
pray at an early age. Tuck them in bea 
and give them a good-night kiss with a 
“God bless my baby.” Do you know that 
things like this in childhood will never 
be erased from the mind of that cnhita 
should they live to be a hundred years 
old. You may die and leave them at an 
early age but those little love pats and 
“God bless yous” will never be erased. 

There is a false modesty in some of our 
parents which is the root of much of our 
trouble with our boys and girls. They 
have failed to give them the proper 
knowledge at the proper time. I have had 
some mothers say to me, “Oh, I just can’t 
bear to tell Mary and John things they 
should know. I know I should instruct 
them but it is so hard.” It is these boys 
and girls in their adolescent years when 
they are just between childhood and man- 
hood or womanhood. These two divisions 
of a child’s life can be so _ welded to- 
gether by love and confidence that there 
will be no trouble to lead them right on 
into a clean pure life. 

The home life of father and mother 
should be a blessing to the child. There 
should be unity in the home. One of the 
saddest pictures that can be hung on 
memory’s wall is that of a wrangling 
home. There should be unity in plans ana 
purposes. Especially should both parents 
be Christians, standing for the same 
thing. It is said that a divided house can- 
not stand. If one is pulling one way and 
the other just the opposite, what will be- 
come of the child? You had better ger 
your Bibles and sit down and see who Is 
nearest the teachings laid down in the 
Book of all books and then take the onw 
nearest to the Bible and stand together 
in the teaching of the blessed old Book 
to your children if you want them to 
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love it when they grow older. Unity along 
these lines will bring you on your knees 
around,the family altar often with those 
children, and this will be a beautiful pile- 
ture hung on memory’s wall, when the 
child grows to manhood or womanhood. 

Of course this is a busy old world and 
sometimes it seems that parents have lit- 
tle time to spend in the training of the 
children, Mothers, if you are busy house- 
wives and it is a constant round of labor, 
get your pan of potatoes and sit down 
somewhere to peel them, or as you bake 
pies or make other good things to eat, 
call your little brood around you and tell 
them Bible stories while you work. Tell 
them what Jesus did for them, how He 
loved them. Teach them that He furnisn- 
es the potatoes and the flour and gives 
you strength to cook them. It is He who 
clothes them and cares for them. If they 
do wrong, tell them how they have griev- 
ed Him and you. This will be a shield 
from temptation in years to come when 
they have left the home nest, when fa- 
ther and mother have passed on to tne 
other side. They will never cease to see 
the sad look on mother’s face when they 
are about to yield to temptation, nor the 
grieved inner voice that speaks througn 
the training of those early years in thit 
childhood heme. 


We have heard fathers and mothers 
who were always scolding, but who never 
praised. The child might do a thousand 
things worth being praised but never a 
word of praise given. But as soon as one 
misstep is made, the child is punishea 
and they never hear the last of it. I have 
heard parents say over and over agarn, 
“You are a bad boy” or “you are a bau 
girl, if you don’t watch you'll land be- 
hind prison bars.” Well, if they do, you 
may be to blame. You can tell a child he 
is bad till he’ll finally think he is ard 
that there is no use for him to try to 
be good. Many a child has gone the down- 
ward way because of discouragement. A 
calm sweet, gentle voice in father and 
mother will calm many troubled seas in 
the life of the child. Try praising the 
good points in his life and the bad ones 
will usually disappear. 

The foundation of the chid’s life is laid 
in the home. Then, 


Build it well whate’er you do, 

Build it straight and strong and truc; 
Build it clean and high and broad, 
Build it for the eye of God.

ILLIONS of people know full well 
Mine: their present course will land 
them in hell—but they intend to change. 
Great numbers will freely admit that if 
death should strike them today they 
would go to hell—they hope it will not 
strike them so soon. Great numbers who 
suppose that a form of godliness will save 
them, are on the way to hell—but do nct 
know it. Multitudes are in hell today — 
meaning, of course, the preliminary hell, 
called Hades, where the rich man was 
whom Jesus mentioned in the i6th or 
Luke. This hell with all who are in it is 
to be cast into the lake of fire, where 
conditions will at least be no better but, 
presumably, worse. They are in Hades 
“until”—until being a word indicating an 
ending. But when Hades and its occu- 
pants are cast into the lake of fire the 
Book does not say they will be there “un- 
til’—for there their worm dieth not and 
the fire is not quenched. 

A prospectus of hell should surely be 
very popular and much sought after, in 
view of the large numbers who are on 
their way there. They would want to be 
informed about the climate, the water, 
the soil, the schools, the church priv- 
ileges, the social condition and the oppor- 
tunities offered, just as people want to 
know these things about any other place 


,to which they are going. 


But when one sets himself to write 
such a prospectus, that moment horror 
seizes him. Hell, what a place! Its pains 
are intolerable but they must be borne 
forever. No mortal man has gone there 
and come back, because once there one’s 
destiny is fixed, his doom is sealed. But 
Jesus knows all about hell. From His 
words, then, this prospectus is to be pre- 
pared with perfect assurance that what 
He says is true and accurate. 

Climate. It is a land of perpetual and 
everywhere present fire, which cannot be 
quenched, To get as much idea of this as 
is humanly possible, meditate on putting 
your hand in the fire and hoidfng tt 
there. To hold it there for a minute 
spells an agony that you cannot feer 
would be possible for you. Men quibbte 
over whether the fires of hell will be 
eternal or only age long. No man can 
form any opinion of the terrors of a fiery 
bed that would last a week, even, and 


what would one say about such a bed for 
a year or a decade or a century or a mil- 
lenium or for an age? The rich man was

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even, not to speak of what he endures In 
a year or a century. . 

Water. Good, cool water is a prime 
essential in any land. But in hell there 
is no water. The rich man when he liad 
gotten the attention of Father Abraham, 
made request about water first of all, just 
as any famishing, tortured man would 
do. But he didn’t have the courage to ask 
for a spring to be established near him to 
which he could resort time after time; 
nor even for a bucxetful to quench hts 
thirst for a day or so, nor as little as a 
cupful to assuage his intolerable thirst. 
He didn’t have courage to even ask for 
a swallow, but that a finger-tip dipped in 
water might be placed on his parched 
tongue. Can you sense what it means to 
be in a waterless land forever? 

The soil. Nothing can growin hell. No 
flowers nor grass nor waving trees arc 
there to gladden the eye. No grain nor 
fruit nor nuts to satisfy the tortures of 
ceaseless hunger. 

The schools. What about the children 
in that land? That is the question we ask 
when contemplating a move to another 
country. What about the school prtv- 
ileges? There are none. The little toa- 
dlers who have pulled at your skirts and 
gleefully ridden “horsey” on your swing- 
ing foot; the babies who have gladdened 
your hearts with their cooings and prat- 
tle will not be there. Of such is the king- 
dom of heaven. But the older ones, those 
fine lads and lasses who sit at your table 
and make your home a piacé of pleasant- 
ness, if they go there with you, will not 
only have no school privileges, nor any 
opportunities to improve themselves, but 
they will hate you and curse you for not 
having so brought them up as to escape 
the horrors of that place. Their curses 
and hatred for the unspeakable wrong 
you did them when they were small and 
helpless will not be the least of your bur- 
dens in hell. 

Church privileges, Are there plenty of 
good churches? is another question peo- 
ple are sure to ask about a land they are 
expecting to make their home.They know 
they must prepare for heaven, and that 
their children must do so to. Then they 
know that where plenty of good churches 
are there are good, kind-hearted citizens, 
and communities with high ideals. So ev- 
ery one wants there to be plenty of 
churches in the country to which he goes. 
But there are no churches in hell. There 
is no possibility of gain from churches.

I entered my room and sat 
down on a chair. Somehow I began to 
think of my past life. The sinfulness-of 
my life came up before me, and I realized 
that I was getting worse and worse, and 
the thought flashed into my mind: 
Where would it end? The thought of 
what the end might be filled me with 
misery, and I resolved to turn over a new 
leaf.

It was the title of a short article, which 
I read and reread until it seemed to be 
indelibly stamped upon my mind.

“Perhaps 
when you are discouraged, the memory 
of my story will aid you. There will come 
times of depression, for every servant of 
the Lord is assailed by this weapon of 
the evil one.” 

The older man rose to throw another 
log on the blaze, then resumed his seat 
and launched into his story. 

“It happened after I had been here for 
five years. One day I met a man who told 
of a church back in civilization. He was 
influential in that church and offered to 
get me the position of pastor. He con- 
trasted the easier life there. There I 
would have large congregations to which 
I could preach and minister; here I never 
would have more than scattered inhabi- 
tants. There I could enjoy all the com- 
forts of modern life, here I must conttn- 
ually battle with nature. I must confess 
that the picture he painted appealed to 
me. How many men would exchange places 
with me? How many would endure the 
rigors and hardships in exchange for ths 
easier life and larger crowds? 

“I asked myself why I should continue 
on here when such an opportunity as 
that came my way. Some other person 
could come to the wilderness and carry 
on the work I had started. I was tempt- 
ed to reply in the affirmative, but some- 
thing kept me from answering just then. 
I told my friend I would let him know 
when I returned from the trip which I 
had planned. And so I started out with

It 
will be a help to you in organizing and 
conducting your meetings. 

You know, of course, that everything 
that is worth while must be done in a 
business-like way. Some people think 
that you must run everything but the 
Lord’s work in a business way but that 
the Lord’s business should just run along 
itself. This is a mistake. If anything 
should have system and order about it, 
it is the Lord’s work. 

Paul said, “Let everything be done de- 
cently and in order.” This is why we 
have advocated this business meeting. If 
your Y. P. E. is a success and your 
groups are doing good work, you need 
to come together and talk over the work, 
and each group should give a report of 
its work each month.To do this it is best 
to hold these meetings separate from your 
regular meeting, so as not to interfere 
with the spiritual effect of your devotion- 
al meeting. We hope to have a plan for 
you soon by which you can keep a record 
of your month’s work and bring to this 
meeting. We believe this will be an In- 
centive to better and more efficient work 
among the groups. 

Here is the program for these meet- 
ings: First, take up the business of the 
society and talk over any problem whicn 
might come before you. Let the groups 
report their work and have roll call. 
You might ask the young people to recite 
a verse of scripture when their name ts 
called. Have some singing. You might 
take up new songs and learn them at 
these meetings. Many wonderful songs gu 
to waste just because no one takes tlie 
time and interest to learn them. 

After your business is over you may 
spend some time profitably in recreation 
consisting of Bible drills and contests. 
This will help your young people to metn- 
orize Scripture, and will help them tn 
getting acquainted, and this is as im- 
portant as any part of our work. If you 
are not friendly and sociable, those wno 
are hungry for friends will go whcre 
they can get friends. Many of our young 
people are only babes in Christ and must 
be cared for very tenderly until they pbe- 
come grown up in the spiritual life. Some 
of our young people are only in the kin- 
dergarten grade and others are in c»l- 
lege, spiritually speaking. Let us not 
forget and try to feed our babes too much 
meat and choke them. 


Here are some contests: Divide your 


young people in two groups by choosing 
out like a spelling match. Ask each one 
to say a verse of scripture and if any 


one misses, iet him take his seat. Keep 
this up till they have all been seated. Tne 
one who can stand up longest is the win- 
ner of the contest. One girl in Knoxvil'e, 
after this had been used for a while, 
could recite over a hundred scripture 
verses, 


For another meeting you could have 
all the young folks bring their Bibles 
and ask them to find the verse as yu 
call for it. Change from one part of the 
Bible to the other and see who can find 
the verse first. You will find some of 
them looking in the New Testament for 
Genesis and Numbers, and some in the 
Old Testament for Jude and Revelation. 
But before you have had many of these 
meetings you will see a change in what 
they know. 


Here is something else that I think is 
good: Take the verse John 3:16 and write 
half of it on one slip of paper, and the 
other half on another. Have two boxes to 
hold them, and put the first half in one 
box and the other half in the other, then 
write out another verse the same way, 
and put half in one box and half in the 
other, and so on, until you write out half 
as many verses aS you have young peo- 
ple. This will make enough half verses 
for all. Have your boxes marked 1 and 2. 
Put the first part of the verses in No. 1 
and the second part in the box No. 2. Di- 
vide your young people in two groups, 
the boys in one group and the girls in 
the other, and pass out the slips in No. 1 
box fo one group and the slips in No. 2 
box to the second group. Then get them 
to pin these slips of paper on their shoul- 
ders and let them find the other part of 
their verse. This is very interesting and 
will help you in your Bible memorizing 
work and you will enjoy it also. Be sure 
to get your young people mixed up good 
before you start them out to find thetr 
verse. I wish I could meet with all of 
you, I believe I would enjoy these con- 
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tests. Don’t you? 

Fortunate are the young people who 
have a pastor and wife who take an In- 
terest in them. Your pastor and wife and 
your superintendent should always spon- 
sor these meetings. You may have these 
meetings in the church or at the homes 
as your pastor suggests. May the Lord 
bless and guide you in your work.—By 
the Editor.

Defraud a man in 
business and you suffer more in what 
you become than he suffers in what ne 
lost. Every obscene book that you reac 
or vulgar song you sing will tend to make 
you like them. Every sin that you com- 
mit fertilizes the soil of your character 
to grow a heavier crop of woes.

THE FIELD OF CONSCIENCE 

There was a certain man who wept tn 

the night, being lashed by his con- 
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science for the manner he treated his 
wife before she died—. Ah, the remorse 
that causes weeping in the night! Sucn 
sins become like a thorn in the flesh. A 
thorn in the hedge may scratch you as 
you pass by, but a thorn in the flesh 
wrankles with you wherever you go. Do- 
ing what conscience says thou shalt not 
do is sowing thorns in the conscience 
that will be more constant and sharper 
than the thorns in the flesh. 

YOU WILL REAP WHATSOEVER YOU 

HAVE SOWN IN BUSINESS 

There are men whom you could trust 
for $10,000 and others that you couldn’t 
trust for 10c. Why this difference? One 
has sown the seed of honesty, the other 
the seed of deception. 

Look at Jacob. He deceived his father, 
came stealing in and said: “I am Esau.” 
But he paid the penalty. See how his ow: 
sons deceived him about Joseph. He de- 
ceived Esau—he deceived Laban, and 
Laban deceived him, for he substituted 
Leah and Rachel. He tried to deceive God 
with the streaked cattle—he was a party 
to the deception his wife practiced on his 
father. How much better it would have 
been for Jacob if he had been honest In 
his business dealings. It would have 
saved himself and his family many heart- 
aches, but we see that when he came 
bacx to God and repented for his sin God 
made it all work out for good.

Leader and Hero

THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 

A LIGHT TO THE GENTILES 

In the last lesson about Paul we left 
off with him at Antioch with Barnabas 
and the church there. 

The church at Antioch rapidly prosper- 
ed. They were not so selfish as to think 
only of themselves. They began by think- 
ing of their brethren at Jerusalem, then 
it was not long before their thoughts 
widened to include those far away. 

A group of leaders were led by the 
Spirit to pray that God would broaden 
their work. “And as they ministered to 
the Lord and fasted the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called them,” 
Acts 13:2. 

So they obeyed the Spirit’s call. About 
the year A. D. 47 a little company stood 
upon the wharf of Seleucia, the port of 
Antioch, and waved farewell fo Paul, 
Barnabas and Mark as they began a 
great missionary voyage. The voyagers 
did not know its full importance, but the 
great chances in life do not come to us 
with their value stamped upon them. 

Paul and comrades sailed to the Island 
of Cyprus in the Mediterranean Sea for 
their first stop. They preached through- 
out the whole island the Word of God.

IN THE HIGHLANDS OF GALATIA — 
PAUL’S FIRST MISSIONARY 
JOURNEY 
From Cyprus, Paul, Barnabas and 
Mark sailed to the mainland of Asia 
Minor. They landed at Perga. At thts 
place Mark left them and returned to Je- 
rusalem. Straight to the capital of the 
Roman Province of Galatia, Antioch of 
Pisidia, journeyed Paul and Barnabas. 
This was not Antioch of Syria from 
which they came, but another Antioch tn 
a region called Pisidia. At this place Paul 
delivered his first recorded sermon.What 
four churches did Paul and Barnabas 

found on this trip? 

At Lystra Paul healed a lame man.The 
incident caused the people to try to wor- 
ship Paul and Barnabas who scarcely re- 
strained them from doing sacrifice unic 
them. But after a time the Jews stirrea 
the people up against Paul so that they 
stoned him and left him for dead outsiae 
the city. He revived and boldly wenr 
again in the city, and on the morrow he 
and Barnabas went to Derbe. After this 
they went again to the cities where they 
had preached and visited the churches 
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which they had founded; thence sailed 
back across the Great Sea to Antioch from 
where they had started for the work 
which they had fulfilled, being on their 
journey about two years. 

OUTLINE OF THIS FIRST TRIP 

Localities—Cyprus and Central Asla 
Minor. 

Distance—About 1400 miles. 

Time—About two years, A. D. 47 to 49. 

Material—Acts, chapters 13 and 14. 

(Consult a Bible map and trace this 
first missionary trip of Paul’s). 

PAUL AT ANTIOCH AGAIN 

After Paul and Barnabas brought the 
news to Antioch that the Gentiles had 
turned to the Lord, a great question arose 
in the Church. Some of the strict Jews 
said, “All these Gentile believers must 
become Jews and keep the Jewish laws 
about food and feasts, and washings and 
offerings.” Others said that the laws 
were made for Jews only and the Gen- 
tiles who believed in Christ were not 
called upon to live as Jews. 

After many words on both sides, Paul 
and Barnabas with other believers went 
to Jerusalem, about 250 miles from Antt- 
och, to lay this matter before the apos- 
tles and elders of the Church. The apos- 
tles and elders gathered together to con- 
sider the question. After hearing Peter’s 
talk on his work among the Gentiles and 
Paul and Barnabas rehearse what signs 
and wonders God had wrought among 
the Gentiles through their work, they 
came to one accord that the Gentiles 
would not be called upon to keep the 
laws given for the Jews only. 

The apostles sent with Paul and Bar- 
nabas two men, Judas and Silas, to bring 
this news to the church at Antioch, which 
brought joy to the Gentile believers. Retf., 
Victory at Jerusalem, Acts 15:1-35. 

PAUL’S SECOND MISSIONARY 
JOURNEY 

Not long after Paul and Barnapas’ re- 
turn to Antioch, Paul said to Barnabas, 
“Let us visit the churches in every city 
wherein we preached the gospel and see 
how they fare.” 

Barnabas agreed but insisted on taking 
with them John Mark, who went just a 
part of the way on their first trip. Paul 
thought it not good to take him who 
withdrew from them. They could not 
agree, so Barnabas took Mark and Paul 
took Silas. 

Barnabas and Mark sailed 
Cyprus. 

Paul and Silas being commended by 
the brethren set out north through the 
Cilician Gates over the perilous trip to 
the table land of Asia Minor. He went 
through Syria and Cilicia confirming tne 
churches. Paul must have felt an urge for 
the great cities of the West, Ephesus, 
Athens, Corinth, Rome, and dared to cap- 
ture them for a greater King than Caesar. 

At Lystra where he founded a churen 
on his last trip, he met Timothy who De- 
came his coworker. Paul had a conviction 
that he must press on and not stop in 
Asia. So they went on until they came to 
the far famed city of Troy. Here Paul 
met a physician whose name was Luke. 
Here it was Paul had a vision and heard

the call, “Come over into Macedonia and 
help us.” 

The next day Paul and his company, 
Luke with them, set sail and crossed tne 
Aegean Sea to the Port of Philippi. There 
they founded the first church in Europe 
and remained for some months. Here it 
was that Paul and Silas were put m 
prison and an earthquake shook tne 
prison doors open and the chains locse 
from them and the jailor and his house- 
hold were saved. 

From Philippi the party went to Thes- 
salonica, called in our own times Salont- 
ki. It was here Paul was forced to flee 
to Berea, thence to Athens. There he 
waited for Timothy and Silas. Paul left 
Athens for Corinth. At Corinth he met 
Aquila and Priscilla. From Corinth Paul 
went to Ephesus. From Ephesus he set 
sail for Caesarea, thence back to Antiocn. 

History says while Paul was at Corintn 
this time, he wrote the Epistles to the 
Thessalonians, the first books of the New 
Testament to be written, and while ar 
Antioch this time after his second mts- 
sionary trip he wrote the Epistle to tne 
Galatian churches. 

OUTLINE OF PAUL’S SECOND MIS- 
SIONARY TRIP 

Localities — Chiefly Macedonia and 
Greece. 

Distance—About 3000 miles. 

Time—About three years, A.D. 49 to 51. 

Companions—Silas, Timothy and Luke. 

PAUL’S THIRD MISSIONARY 
JOURNEY 

The Apostle Paul did not stay long at 
Antioch after his second missionary trip 
but soon started out for another journey 
among the churches already formed and 
into new fields. 

He went through Syria, crossed over 


the mountains, entered Asia Minor, com-- 


ing to the land of Galatia for the third 
time. Some months later he reached tte 
great city of Ephesus. As his custom was, 
Paul found work at his trade, he hired 
a lecture hall and for two years he lec- 
tured so that all that were in Asia heard 
the Word of the Lord. 

It was at Ephesus Paul asked certatn 
disciples, “Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?” At Ephesus, 
God worked special miracles by the hands 
of Paul, so that from his body were 
brought unto the sick handkerchiefs or 
aprons and the diseases departed from 
them and the evil spirits went out of 
them. 

From Ephesus, Paul went into Mace- 
donia, then into Greece and there abode 
three months. And when the Jews laid 
wait for him, as he was about to sail in- 
to Syria, he purposed to return through 
Macedonia. Several friends were in com- 
pany with him now from different places. 
Before Paul could go to Rome he must 
take to Jerusalem the collection from the 
churches for the poor saints at Jerusa- 


lem.

PAUL’S RETURN TOWARD 
JERUSALEM 

Three months were spent in Coriath 
just before his starting back towards Je- 
rusalem. While at Corinth this time he 
wrote his epistle to the Romans and sent 
it by Phebe, a servant of the Church at 
Cenchrea. 

Then he started for Jerusalem through 
Macedonia bearing the gifts which tne 
churches he visited had contributed for 
the church there. Perils awaited him, and 
feeling that he would not see them again 
he sent for the elders of the church at 
Ephesus to meet him at Miletus. 

Paul knew the dangers he faced, but 
nothing could daunt that noble life, “I 
am ready to die at Jerusalem for the 
sake of the Lord Jesus Christ,” he said, 
and set sail with his gifts.

At the noon hour Abraham sat at the 
door of his tent in drowsy repose. Brown 
herds of cattle were grazing on the plain 
or dozing in the shade, and flocks of 
sheep covered the ridges like drifted 
snow. Sarah was busy in the tent. 

Down over the Jordan bluffs sunk 
deep in the valley of the Dead Sea lay 
Sodom, the wickedest city in the world, 
whose iniquity was as black and slimy 
as the pitch that oozed up out of its soil. 

Suddenly three mysterious strangers 
made their appearance before Abraham 
and instantly he was wide awake and all 
was activity and hospitality. The three 
strangers were presently discovered to be 
heavenly visitants, incarnations or mes- 
sengers of Jehovah. They disclosed to 
Abraham and sceptical Sarah that the 
time was near when the long promised 
heir was to be born. They then departed 
towards Sodom where they had further 
business. Abraham accompanied them as 
far as the Jordan bluff where an impor- 
tant conversation took place. 

These theophanies of the Old Testa- 
ment twinkle in the twilight of these ear- 
ly times and precede the rising of the 
Sun of Righteousness, the full incarna- 
tion of God, as morning stars herald the 
dawn. 

JEHOVAH’S FRIENDSHIP WITH 

ABRAHAM 

The first fact in the scene is the intt- 
macy between Jehovah and Abraham. It 
appears that only one of the messengers 
was with Abraham as they stood on the 
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heights overlooking the Dead Sea in full 
view of the wicked city. 

“Shall I hide from Abraham that whicn 
I do; seeing that Abraham shall sureiy 
become a great and mighty nation, and 
all the nations of the earth shall be 
blessed in him’? 

As the promise to Abraham had ex- 
tended to all nations (12:2-3), the Lora 
thought that Abraham had a right co 
know something of the divine purpose 
in destroying a city under his very eyes. 

God might have struck Sodom straight 
from His throne, but He prefers to visit 
it by way of Abraham’s tent; He could 
have decided this question Himself, but 
He will first see His friend Abraham 
about it. 

The essential fact in the case is that 
Abraham’s lofty faith and_ spirituality 
brought him so close to God that he wns 
taken into the divine confidence and al- 
ways had the latest news from heaven. 

It is still the high privilege of believ- 
ers to know secrets of the Divine Mina 
that are hidden from the worldly-wise 
and prudent. 

Humble human souls are the dear 
Lord’s best interpreters. This is tne 
teaching of Scripture that runs througn 
it from beginning to end. “The friendshrp 
of Jehovah is with them that fear him; 
and he will show them his covenant” 
(Psalm 25:14). “Howbeit when he, tne 
Spirit of truth, is come, he shall guide 
you into all truth: for he shall not spear 
of himself; but what things soever ‘ie 
shall hear, these shall he speak: and he 
shall declare unto you the things that 
are to come. He shall glorify me: for he 
shall take of mine, and shall declare 
them unto you.” (John 16:13-14). 

ABRAHAM’S FAITH IN JEHOVAH 

The second broad fact in this scene is 
Abraham’s faith in God’s righteousness. 

The prospect of the righfeous and fhe 
wicked being destroyed together raisea 
serious questionings and misgivings 1m 
Abraham’s mind. It seemed to him a 
manifest injustice that good and bad 
should be blotted out together and no 
distinction put between them. 

We so often see the righteous suffer 
because of the wickedness of the world. 
In this depression thousands of godly 
people are suffering because of the dis- 
obedience of this wicked world, and we 
think sometimes, “What is righteousness 
worth if it insures no safety or protec- 
tion in a time like this?” However, there 
was one rock in Abraham’s faith which 
made all questionings beat in vain: 
“Shall not the judge of all the earth do 
right?” 

This was a finality in his faith which 
nothing could shake; all the years of his 
pilgrimage had confirmed it. The facts 
and plans of providence might look dark, 
but he knew that in God was no darkness 
at all. And so he took his stand on the 
rock of God’s righteousness and inter- 
ceded for the doomed city. 

The same dark problems that perplex- 
ed Abraham still confront us. We could 
not trust and’ worship an _ unrighteous 
God. God may baffle our mind, thwart 
our will, crush our imagination, and 
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rend our heart with the majesties anJ 
mysteries of His universe and with the 
storms and sufferings and sorrows, the 
tears and tragedies of our human world, 
and we will trust Him all the more; but 
our deepest faith, deeper and stronger 
than any reasons we can give for it or 
that doubt can bring against it, is that 
God is just. 

This is one of our moral intuitions and 
certainties that cannot be shaken, the 
central Rock and Throne of the universe. 
It is‘only as we plant ourselves on tne 
rock of God’s righteousness that we can 
have a sense of safety and peace and can 
worship God in spirit and in truth. 

ABRAHAM’S INTEREST IN SODOM 

A third fact in this scene is Abrahani-s 

interest in the wicked heathen city. Why 
was he concerned over its threatened ae 
struction? His nephew Lot was there. A 
tie of blood bound him to the city aud 
he was interceding for his kindred. 
We are so intertwined with the wicked 
and the heathen that for our own sake 
and the sake of our children we need two 
pray and work for their conversion. 
Abraham, however, does not mention Lor 
and intercedes for the city for its own 
sake. 

Our human kind should appeal to our 
sympathies and draw forth Our service 
and sacrifice because they are of one 
blood and immortal nature with us. Je- 
sus told the rich young ruler that we 
should love our neighbor as ourselves. 

Another tie of interest that bound 
Abraham to the city was that he haa 
fought for it and felt that he had some 
guardianship over it. He knew these pev- 
ple, he had done and suffered and sacrr- 
ficed something for them, and now ne 
wanted to save them from final fire and 
ruin. 

We can pray best for people whom we 
know and for whom we have done some- 
thing; into whose lives we have entered 
so that we feel their needs. There is a 
way of standing off from people and 
praying for them or sending them char- 
ity that seems to be a cheap and easy 
means of discharging our obligations to 
them. But such prayers and substitutes 
for personal sympathy and help do nwa 
mean much with us and still less witn 
God. We must reach helping hands to 
people and then we can pray for them. 

Abraham knew that God is the God 
of the whole earth and that the wicked 
and the heathen are under His _ provt- 
dence and redeeming love as certainly as 
the righteous and true worshipers. Jonah 
4:11. Were it not for the mercy of Goa 
the whole human race would have been 
blotted from the face of the earth, but 
God in His love and mercy sent His Son 
into the world to deliver from the hands 
of the enemy, and He is merciful and 
slow to anger. How thankful we should 
be. 

ABRAHAM’S PRAYER FOR SODOM 

The most prominent fact in this story 
is Abraham’s intercession for Sodom. It 
is a noble strenuous prayer, winning 
harder and harder victories. He starts 


with fifty righteous as a_ sufficient 
ground for sparing the city, and, having 
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won this, immediately lowers his offer 
and pleads that the city be saved tor 
forty-five. Thus he keeps on growing bold- 
er and bolder, his faith rising with his 
success, until he has the city spared for 
ten’s sake; there, it appears, his faith 
has been strained to the utmost tension 
and he goes no further. 

Abraham has been censured for dis- 
playing in this prayer a bargaining spir- 
it in which he beats down the terms of 
the Lord as low as he dares. But this is 
to judge the prayer from a commercial 
standpoint and reduce it to a business 
transaction, instead of viewing it as the 
impulsive pleading of faith. 

Abraham started with all the faith he 
had and asked for as large blessing as 
he dared; when this was granted his 
faith instantly grew and he was embold- 
ened to ask a larger blessing; and thus 
his prayer rose with his faith. Answered 
prayer urges us on to larger petitions. 
Faith feeds on its own victories. We can- 
not really ask God for more than our 
faith will bear us up in asking, and only 
as we grow stronger in faith can we 
grow bolder in prayer. 

But Abraham, while ascending in faith, 
was descending in humility. Each time 
he went down lower that he might as- 
cend higher. His growing boldness was 
not the audacity of conceit and arro- 
gance, but it was the importunity of earn- 
est faith. 

We have a right to come boldly to the 
throne of grace, but the higher rises our 
faith the deeper should sink our sense 
of humility, “Let us therefore draw near 
with boldness unto the throne of grace, 
that we may receive mercy, and may find 
grace to help us in time of need” (Heb. 
4:16). 

DIVINE JUDGMENT AND MERCY 

The interest of the Scene culminates m 
Jehovah’s justice and mercy. Again anu 
again he spared the city for the sake of 
the righteous that were supposed to be 
in it, lowering his terms, so to speak, un- 
til Abraham’s own sense of justice could 
go no lower. 

Thus Jehovah vindicated His justice to 
Abvaham’s conscience and secured Abra- 
ham’s approval of His course. God can 
always vindicate His ways to His believ- 
ing children, and there is no danger but 
that He will always prove true to our 
holiest convictions. 

The fact that Jehovah spared the wick- 
ed of the city for the sake of the right- 
eous throws a broad light upon His provt- 
fidence. He is not blind after all to tne 
moral difference among men and is al- 
ways regarding the righteous. The wick- 
ed are debtors to the righteous for their 
safety. The righteous are the salt of the 
earth; they are the solid, healthy core of 
society that saves it from total corrup- 
tion. 

The righteous furnish the law and 
order for the world; they radicate trutn 
and justice and mercy and make tne 
earth a morally habitable planet. Take al] 
the righteous out of the world, and how 
swiftly would it run its course and 
plunge into degradation deeper than tnut 
of Sodom, and be struck with the light- 
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ning of God’s justice and swept with the 
consuming fire of His wrath! It is the 
righteous people in any city that gives 
it its safety and value. All its marble 
palaces and splendid wealth would not 
be worth owning, were it not for its 
righteous citizens. Righteousness is true 
patriotism. It may not parade itself on 
political platforms or make much nolse 
on the Fourth of July, but it is what 
makes the country a safe and fit place 
in which to live. 

The way to save the country Is to save 
the people from their sin. God’s mercy 
was each time wider than Abraham’s 
expanding faith. We do not ask enougn 
in our prayers. We limit God’s grace by 
our unbelief. Ask great things of God. 
“IT am Jehovah thy God: Open thy mouth 
wide, and I will fill it” (Ps. 81:10). 


LESSON FOUR 


Laying up Treasures 
Scripture: Matt. 6:19-21

THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 

“Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves break through 
and steal: but lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor steal: for 
where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also.” Several things in this 
part of the Sermon on the Mount are, or 
should be, very easy to understand at the 
present time, because we are facing such 
serious problems. Perilous times are up- 
on us and we are forced to look out and 
see that this life contains nothing ‘cer- 
tain, nothing worth while that will not 
reach on out into the great eternity tne 
place we are all traveling to at a rapid 
pace. Where are we going? We are on 
our road somewhere either to heaven wr 
hell. We are either sending up material 
to build us a beautiful mansion or pro- 
viding fuel to make the fires of hell hot 
enough to punish us for our sins. Let us 
see where our treasures are. 

UNCERTAINTY OF EARTHLY 
TREASURES 

This is a day of losses. Rich men are 
having every possession swept away. 
Banks are failing and the savings of u 
lifetime are gone. Men and women are 
committing suicide all around us because 
of the terrible calamity which has come 
upon them. We put our money in what 
we believe to be the strongest bank tn 
our country, but like the Titanic she 
goes down. 

Three things are given as dangerous 
to the safety of earthly treasures—moth, 
rust, and thieves. What moth cannot aec- 
stroy rust may make useless, and what 
these cannot touch thieves will seek af- 
ter. Anything that one may look upon 
seems to be slipping quickly and certarn- 
ly from the grasp of man’s hand. Tne 
value of real estate has been so reduced 
that though a man may have had abun- 
dance in past days it has become a load 
upon his shoulders instead of a means 
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of income. Stocks that were constdered 
“gilt edge” have become almost worthless 
in a day. The recent stock market 
crashes have proved the folly of trusting 
in them for safety. The fact that in 1930 
there were 1326 bank suspensions, involv- 
ing approximately $900,000,000 in de- 
posits, that in one November week there 
were 124 banks closed, and that in one 
November day fifty-one such depositories 
of money were closed, should be = suffi- 
cient proof of the fact that treasures laid 
up there cannot be considered secure. 
Even praise and honor may be turned to 
scorn and shame almost over night. True 
it is that it is folly to seek safety in tne 
treasures of this earth. 
ALIENATION THRU EARTHLY 
TREASURES 

We find that the laying up of earthly 
treasures will draw our minds and hearts 
away from God, because where our treas- 
ures are there will our hearts be also. 

Well has Paul said that “they that will 
be rich (lay up for themselves treasurers 
upon earth), fall into temptation, and a 
snare, and into many foolish and hurtful 
lusts, which drown men in destruction 
and perdition. For the love of money 1s 
the root of all evil: which while some 
coveted after, they have erred from tne 
faith, and pierced themselves through 
with many sorrows.” It is sometimes 
thought that the rich oppress the poor. 
There may be a measure of truth in the 
statement when considered only in the 
light of and in connection with the pres- 
ent moment, but in the end they oppress 
and defraud themselves more than any 
one else if they have fallen into the way 
of coveting after the gain which is earth- 
ly. 

A certain preacher, on entering tie 
pulpit, noticed a slip of paper on tne 
stand. Upon examination he found it to 
be a request for prayer for one who had 
recently come into possession of great 
wealth. While wealth consecrated to and 
held for God may be made a great bless- 
ing to the possessor as well as to those 
for whom it may be used, yet that same 
wealth, once it gains possession of the 
man, will be the greatest enemy that he 
has and will drag his soul to destruction 
and perdition. 

It is in the light of this that Paul ex- 
horts Timothy, a young preacher, to 
“charge them that are rich in this world, 
that they be not high-minded, nor trust 
in uncertain riches, but in the living God, 
who giveth us richly all things to enjoy; 
that they do good, that they be rich in 
good works, ready to distribute, willing 
to communicate; laying up in store for 
themselves a good foundation against the 
time to come, that they may lay hold on 
eternal life.” 

HEAVEN A SAFE PLACE 

Christ gave His disciples advice con- 
cerning the place that would be safe to 
deposit their treasures. His advice was, 
and still is, that they be laid up in Heav- 
en. There, He said, there would be no 
loss because of moth and rust. They will 
meet us there in full. Moreover, thieves 
will never break through there and steal} 
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them. It makes no difference in what the 
wealth may consist, whether ability, 
character, knowledge, or monetary values, 
no thief can ever rob us of them wnen 
they are deposited with Jesus. It may 
seem for the moment that they have tax- 
en them from us, but when we get to the 
treasure house we will find them all 
there. Of this Paul said, “For I know 
whom I have believed and am persuadea 
that He is able to keep that which I 
have committed unto Him against thaz 
day.” So too may we be sure of the safety 
of those treasures which we have deposit- 
ed with Him. 
TREASURES RIGHTLY USED 
Just as riches kept for personal ag- 
grandizement may become an unparallei- 
ed foe, so also, those same riches when 
turned over to God and used solely for His 
glory may become the avenuethru which 
our hearts will be bound to Him in love 
and fellowship as would be impossible in 
any other manner. Christ said that if our 
treasures are in Heaven our hearts wiiil 
2 there also. Shall we then hoard to our- 
selves these earthly treasures, and thus 
not merely lose them, but also permit 
them to work our ruin; or shall we turn 
thcm over to God in loving trust and 
obedience and permit them to draw uo 
closer to Him and thus become a blessing 
to us in the ages to come, when He shali 
have rewarded us according to what ou: 
works have been? Are we allowing these 
earthly possessions to be made a curse tu 
us, that for the present we may have the 
applause of men, or are we allowing Him 
to keep them that they may bind us the 
closer to Him now and be a reward iaa 
blessing in the ages to come? 
SACRIFICING IS LAYING UP 
TREASURES 
Men who are laying up _ treasures in 
Heaven will not be spending their money 
for the foolish things of the world but 
wil be putting it in the treasuries of the 
Lord. The picture shows and other amuse- 
ment places are getting the money today 
that should be used for the upbuilding 
of God’s kingdom. Our poor missionaries 
and workers over the country are suffer- 
ing on account of insufficient -funds to 
provide for their need, and still our sv- 
called Christians will go on spending 
their money for the pleasures of the 
world and expect to find an entrance to 
that beautiful city by and by. We might 
bring this right down home to ourselves 
and make it personal and see what we 
are spending money for that we could 
sacrifice for the cause of Christ, perhaps 
to help some poor struggling pastor or 
missionary who is out in the neglected 
fields of earth trying to hold up the blood 
stained banner of Christ. In our sacrific- 
ing for others we are laying up treas- 
ures in Heaven. 
TALENTS ARE TREASURES 
It may be some who study this lesson 
will not be disturbed about earthly ricn- 
es, £0 far as money is concerned but 
there are none who have not been given 
a talent of some kind. It may be a talent 
to sing. How are you using that talent? 
When you sing do you sing with the one 
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thought in view, that of saving a soul, or 
is there a desire in your heart to win the 
favor of men? The former will lay up 
for you treasures in Heaven; the latter 
will perish with the flesh and will be 
known no more. If you have a talent of 
speech, do you use that gift to glorify 
God, or do you speak to be heard of men, 
and have men to say, “What a wonder- 
ful speaxer!” And do you feel proud 
when you are complimented. If you speak 
with no thought of self in view but for 
the salvation of souls, then you are lay- 
ing up treasures in Heaven. Have you a 
talent of friendliness? Are you a good 
mixer? If you are, you have a wonderful 
talent to use for God. Oh, how men are 
hungering for cheery words and for smil- 
ing faces. The world is so dark, so un- 
kind and so selfish. If you use this talent 
for the upbuilding of Christ’s kingdom 
then you are laying up treasures in Heav- 
en. If you have not been given great tal- 
ents, lay your small ones at His feet and 
let them be laying up treasures for you In 
Heaven.

Things Worth Knowing 


Q. Of what material were the earliest 
altars made? What was the religious 
idea in the altar and what prophetic pur- 
pose did it have?

The religious idea was a meeting placc 
between God and man. Its purpose was 
to prefigure the cross whereon Christ 
died.

A. They are: Sin offering, which re- 
garded the worshiper as a sinner and ex: 
pressed the means of his reconciliation 
with God. The burnt offering regarded 
the worshiper as already reconciled aag 
expressed his consecration to God. Tne 
trespass offering represented the for. 
giveness of an actual transgression. The 
meat offering expressed the simple idea 
of thanksgiving to God. Peace offering 
expressed fellowship with God in the 
form of a feast. 


Q. When will the door of mercy be 
closed? 

A. We believe at the opening of the 
seventh seal, when there was silence- in 
heaven for the space of half an hour 
About the middle of the tribulation pe- 
riod. Rev. 7:8. 


Q. What valuable lesson bearing up 
on missions has the Moravian churen 
(United Brethren) taught by its exan: 
ple? 

A. The Moravians have set and main- 
tained a standard of missionary devotion 
never yet approached by any other churcn 
body. They began in 1732 by sending our 
two missionaries; during the next 150 
years they sent out 2,170 to various for- 
eign fields. Their report for 1930 showed 
136 main stations occupied, 336 mission- 
aries (including 113 native missionaries) 
and 2,242 other native helpers. Tne 
Moravian church sends one missionary 
out of every 92 members. They have 
three times as many in their foreign mis- 
sions as in their home churches, white 
the Protestant churches send only one 
member out of two and three thousand. 

Q. In a business meeting can a mair 
motion be changed in any way? 

A. Yes, an amendment can be added 
to the main motion and then an amend- 
ment can be added to the amendment.

LESSON TEXT 


Mark 3:7-19. “But Jesus withdrew him- 
self with his disciples to the sea: and a 
great multitude from Galilee followed 
him, and from Judea.” Jesus knowing the 
evil determined against Him by the Phar- 
isees and the Herodians, withdrew from 
that section of Judea where they were 
most thickly settled. He did not court 
martyrdom, He had a work to accomplish 
and used His Own wisdom in how He 
might best acccomplish it. It is better 
to withdraw from an angry mob than to 
invite its destruction. 

V. 8 shows how effective His ministry 
was gaining headway. “A great multl- 
tude” followed Him from Galilee, Judea, 
Jerusalem, Idumaea, from beyond Jor- 
dan, and about Tyre and Sidon, “for they 
had heard what great things he did.” Tne 
teachings and healings of Jesus brought 
great fame unto Him. He could not go to 
the multitudes but they could come un- 
to Him. He exercised His power and In- 
fluence over the multitudes by not lower- 
ing the moral tone of His teaching, and 
proving Himself equal unto the occasion 
of their needs. 

Vv. 9. “And he spake to his disciples, 
that a small ship should wait on him be- 
cause of the multitudes, lest they should 
throng him.” This verse gives a graphtc 
idea of the great crowds in press arouna 
Him; a stampede was possible. Possibly 
His intention was, that if pressed tov 
severely He would retire from land into 
the boat and address them from the boat. 

V. 10. “For he had healed many; In- 
somuch that they pressed upon him for 
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to touch him, as many as had plagues.” 
The Greek word for “plagues” comes from 
mastigas, meaning literally “scourges.” 
Such an expression reminds that diseases 
are a punishment on account of our sins. 
Those having such literally fell upon 
Him, clung unto Him, seeking relief. 

V. 11 admits that even devils acclatm 
Him as the Son of God. Here is true ad- 
mission and _ recognition concerning 
the incarnation, even from devils. See 
Phil. 2:11. 

V. 12. Jesus here exercises authority 
over devils, which no doubt would and 
could have aided in trying to destroy 
Jesus before the time of His _ sacrifice 
had He not restrained them, It is worthy 
of notice that while those having plagues 
“fell upon Jesus” “unclean spirits fell 
down before him, and cried saying, Thou 
art the Son of God.” This is little less 
than worship. But Jesus seeing their 
wicked and possible purposes restrained 
them from making Him known. 

V. 13. Mark here only mentions Him 
going “up into a mountain” and calling 
unto Him “whom he would.” Luke 6:12 
says, “He went up into a mountain to 
pray, and continued all night in prayer 
unto God.” “Calleth unto him whom he 
would.” Exercises the divine mind in 
its perception and choice of whom Goa 
would have to be His servants. There rs 
nothing left to the human, unless the 
divine call and commission is given. 

V. 14. “And he ordained twelve.” The 
word for “ordained” comes from epolese, 
and means literally that He made or ap- 
pointed twelve. These were to be with 
Him, and that He might send them forth 
to preach. No doubt such was especially 
for the purpose of providing proper wit- 
nesses and accordance to divine happen- 
ings and truth. See 1:22. 

V. 15. Jesus imparts unto them the 
same authority and power as He Himself 
possessed. Contrast Mark 3:11 with Luke 
10:17. 

Vs. 16-19 record the names of the 
twelve apostles. These names have ua 
striking and peculiar significance. Simon 
means “to hear or a harkening.” Petros 
means a “stone,” compounded “a harken- 
ing stone.” James is the English equival- 
ent for Jacob, which means “supplanter.” 
John comes from Johanan, meaning, “‘Je- 
hovah hath been gracious.” James anda 
John were surnamed Boanerges, meaning 
sons of thunder, a possible reference un- 
to their mystical and amazing ministry. 
Andrew means manly. Lest by my con- 
tinual coming “I weary thee” I will stop. 
All other names are, however, deeply sig- 
nificant of the ministry and lives of the 
apostles,

of disloyalty, but a criminal act. King 
Saul was commanded to fight the Amale- 
kites and to take no booty. The tempta- 
tion to increase his influence, from ‘tne 
human standpoint seemed perfectly legitt- 
mate. He considered it. He yielded to 
temptation. He disobeyed. He lost not 
only the blessed leadership of the Holy 
Spirit but the confidence of his peopie. 
When Samuel called to see him, he told 
the prophet he had performed the com- 
mand of the Lord, but he lied, and Sam- 
uel knew it, and said unto him, “What 
meaneth then this bleating of the sheep 
and the lowing of the oxen which I 
hear?” Ah, be sure your sins will find 
you out! Saul was a wonderful man, but 
like all men he too must have a decision 
day. He came to the fork in the road and 
he turned to the left. Covetousness led 
him into the ways of sin and into a life 
of shame. Men may deceive men, but men 
cannot play with God and get by. Saul 
rejected the divine revelation for the the- 
ories of men. The thing he thought would 
increase his power, robbed him of his in- 
fluence and left him dead. Compromising 
is a dangerous venture. 

Napoleon compromised and went down. 
On one occasion he is reported to have 
said, “My policy consists in governing 
men as they wish to be governed. By be 
coming a Catholic I have ended the Ven- 
dean war; by becoming a Moslem I gain- 
ed a footing in Egypt; by becoming UI- 
tramontane I won over public opinion In 
Italy; if I governed Jews, I would re- 
build the temple of Solomon. So too, I 
will talx of liberty in the free part of 
San Domingo, and I will retain slavery 
in the Isle of France.” The shameless 
practice of compromising with right and 
honor brought Napoleon to Waterloo and 
to St. Helena. Compromising with tne 
gospel message of salvation, seeking the 
praise of men rather than the will of the 
Lord, will turn the most efficient scholar 
and eloquent speaker into sounding brass 
and bring his life to an end in the valiey 
of fear and remorse. Believe God’s Word! 
Preach God’s Word! Live God’s Word 
and God will take care of you. 

A religious society that enters into 
commerce and politics has fallen from the 
divine system of operation. Organized 
Christianity has become commercialized 
until the message of salvation by regen- 
eration is rapidly becoming a doctrine of 
the past. The opinions of men, like them- 
selves, die shortly after they appear, but 
the laws of God are not only unchange- 
able but abide forever. Remove infidel 
leaders from their high seat of religious 
authority, give the people facts and not 
theories, and you will not only see the 
evidence of genuine Christian experience, 
but your church will be filled with earn- 
est worshippers and converts will be a 
common event. 

ATHEISM IN SMALL DOSES 

Modern Theology is the chair of relt- 
gion in the school of evolution. Modern 
Theology and the theories of evolution go 


hand in hand and are inseparable. When 
you attack Darwin’s theories of evolution 
you incite the ill will of those who hold 
to the doctrine of Modern Theology. The 
Twentieth Century evolution is Modern 
Theology. You are taking atheism in 
small doses when you accept the teach- 
ing of Modern Theology. 

When a minister of the Gospel or a 
teacher in the school can no longer ac- 
cept the Biblical account of creation, can 
no longer believe in the Virgin Birth, the 
vicarious death, the bodily resurrection, 
the divine plan for divine healing, and 
the second coming of Christ, he should 
immediately separate himself from Chris- 
tian society, for he is unworthy of the 
fellowship of such a body. 

A man must accept the Bible or reject 
it, for there is no middle ground. To 
question, minimize or lay aside any por- 
tion of the Holy Scripture is a criminal 
act, for it is written, “All Scripture is 
given by inspiration of God, and is profit- 
able,” and, “If any man shall add unto 
these things, God will add unto him tne 
plagues that are written in this book, and 
if any man shall take away from the 
words of the prophecy of this book, God 
will take his part out of the Book of Life 
and out of the holy city.” It is a losing 
game to fight against God, “For whatso- 
ever a man soweth that shall he also 
reap.” 

Some modernists, whom I have known 
in the school of theology, are very ego- 
tistical and assume to be even superior 
to those who have attained the same de- 
gree of schooling. Much book knowledge 
sometimes spoils a lot of common sense. 
Seeking to change Biblical statements to 
harmonize with your own theory, is not 
a safe road upon which to enter. Fallen 
men and ruined lives through the ages 
should be sufficient danger signals for 
those who are inclined to be skeptical. 

PUBLIC WORSHIP 


A form of public worship without the 
power and demonstration of the Holy 
Spirit is the popular system of today. No 
wonder our churches are filled with 
empty pews, There is a reason. Have I 
not told you? It is always midnight where 
the Holy Spirit is crowded out. 

The Bible is not the production of mor- 
tal mind! Christ is not a myth! Satan ts 
not unreal! Heaven is not imaginary nor 
is hell a dream! Some of the advocates 
of Modern Theology seem terribly griev- 
ed over this slimy theory of evolution, 
when the fact of the matter is their doc- 
trine has made possible the teaching of 
this hell-born theory of evolution. Some 
men are so broad that they are flat, so 
liberal that they are ridiculous and sv 
self-conceited they are blasphemous. 

The One who will not accept the Bible 
as the Word of God and the final word 
of authority, should not hang around and 
live off folks who do. A profession with- 
out an experience is hypocrisy. A man 
has the right to express his religious con- 
victions, but no man has the right to re- 
main in a Christian church and at the 
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same time repudiate the fundamental doc- 
trines of that body. If the Bible is not tn- 
fallible, it is not authority; if the Bible 
is not authority it is not the Word of 
God; and if the Bible is not the Word ot 
God then we are lost and on our way to 
an everlasting grave. Oh, the tragedy of 
unbelief! 

Soldiers of the Lord Jesus, to the 
front. Lift high the banner of the cross! 
Beneath the blood-stained arch of Calvary 
take your place, and proclaim the full 
gospel of a crucified, risen, ascended an1d 
glorified Christ, until He comes again, 
whose right it is to reign—The Latter 
Rain Evangel.
